IELIAM by the Grace of God, King of Great - Britain, 
France, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith; To 

3 Macers of Our 
Privy Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that 
| part, Conjunctly and ſeverally, ſpecially Conſtitute, Greeting; 

Foraſmuch, , as it hath been (ignified to the Lords of Our Privy Council, b 
the Commiſhoners of Juſticiary for the middle Diſtrict of the Highlands. that 
Duncan Stuart, alias Shawkie, Patrick Meilglaſs- Ferguſon, John late Mfgregor 
in Renneck, Duncan Rey, MHphatrick late Mcgregor in Polleckrs, and John 
Meclaran Buy in Terra, are all Fugitives from the Law, and Intercommuned 
for Stouth-Rieff, and other Capital Crimes; and that therefore it is fit a 
Proclamation were Emitted for Apprehending the ſaids five Fugitives dead or 
alive, with a competent Rear to the Apprehender, Therefore We with 
Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, have thought fic to Authorize and 


Order; Likeas we hereby Order and Authorize, all Our Officers Civil or 
Military, and all others, to uſe all Diligence tor Apprehending the foreſaids 
five Ferſons alive if poſſible, or in caſe of Refiſtance dead or alive and if 
alive, to bring and Secure their Perſons in the firſt Priſon, there to remain 
till they Underly the Law, And for the Encouragement of the ſaid Appre- 


hender, Apprehending any, or all the ſaids perſons, We do further promiſe 
to the ſaid A pprehender, the Reward of ten Pounds Sterling for each of 
the ſaids Perſons that ſhall be Apprehended, as ſaid is; and Requires the 
Commiſſioners of Our Theſaury to make due Payment of the ſame, And 
further, it is hereby Declared, that if any of the ſaids five Perſons ſhall 4ppre- 
hend, or bring in the other four, or any of them, he ſhall for ſo doing, be 
1ndemnified for the ſaid Crime, for which he is declared Fugitive, and like- 
wiſe receive the ſaid Reward promiſed to any of Our Leidges in manner fore- 
ſaid, And laſtly, We with Advice foreſaid, do hereby fully Remit, Pardon, 
and Indemaifie any Perſon or Perſons, who endeavouting ro Apprehend the 
ſaids Fugitives, ſhall in caſe of their Refiſtance, Mutilat or Kill any of them, 
ot of their 4ffiſtants, aſſiſting them by Force; of the ſaid Mutilation and 
Slaughter, to all Intents and Purpoſes, as 4mplie as if they had a Remiſ- 
ſion Exped under Our Great Seal for the ſame. Our Will is herefore, and 
We Charge you ſtrictly, and Command, that in continent thir Our Letters 
ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh, and remanent Mercat-Croſſes 
of the haill Head-Burghs and Stewartries of this Our Kingdom, and there 
in Our Name and Authority, by open Proclamation make publick lntimation 
| hereof, And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed | 
Gives under Our Signet at Edinburgh, the third day of Auguſt, and of Our 
" Reign the Ninth year, 1697.
